Dr. Cnntlie added that Sun Yat Son 
got plenty of arms and men and big 
guns for his previous revolts, but fail­ 
ed for lack of ammunition. 
Now that 
he has captured the Hanyang arsenal 
he will have all he wants in that line. 
“I know,” said the doctor, “that it 
is his party that is responsible for tbo 
present rebellion because of the prin­ 
ciples for which 
the yare lighting, 
ft was Sun Yat Sen’s idea to get rid 
of the Alauchu dynasty and establish 
a republic.”
